fer of 65,200 from the Regional Superintendent's Salary Line Item

to the Orphanage and State-Owned Housing Line Item. No increase

in the Common School Fund. The request for $3,497,545 of federal
funds remains unchanged. There is really no need for matching funds.
for this $3,000,000 from federal funds. Now, $8,000,000 of this
supplemental appropriation is already in the Governor's Budget Bill
for this year. This is lapsed funds and he had counted on it for
this $75,000,000 grant to the Common School Fund over and above...
this is new money over and above last year's appropriation. The
Education Transportation Fund is now funded at 78% for the Common
School. If we pass this particular Amendment Special Ed Transporta-
tion will be funded at a 100%. It's now funded at 927 for this
fiscal year. Personnel is funded at 89% to School Aid Formula

for the Common School. For Special Ed Personnel it's now funded

Speaker Redmond: "Any discussion? Representative Hanahan."

Hanahan: "Well, Mr. Speaker, Members of the House, we have a state law
guaranteeing our school district reimbursement that we guaranteed
last year and year before and year before that, and as long as
we have tried to live up to our commitments to Special Ed and to
Special Ed Transportation. Now, because the Governor has vetoed,
or amendatorily vetoed, some of these appropriations that I stood
on the floor of this House, and even John Porter, Representative

Distribution money that is planned for in the Governor's Budget.

The
eight million dollars to be used in the next fiscal year is to go
to all students, special students and otherwise. All students.

Don't be fooled. Support this Amendment."

Speaker Redmond: "Representative Schneider."

Schneider: "Thank you, Mr. Speaker, Members of the House, T would argue
likewise that we support the Amendment only because we said for

so many....so many days now, and in fact so many years,, that we are ..

4 facing a real problém in'fuﬂaiqgﬁof.¢Augatigpgg;if
we're going to come back and try to unravel Ehe kiﬂds of b;dgetiné
we've tried to do to keep us consistent with the revenues and still
hold pretty good to our responsbilities as educators in terms of
distributing dollars, T think we':r2 going to be wasting ovr time.
It's a mistake to support a proposal without this Amendment. I
think this Amendment gives us the federal money that does not require
a match. It relieves us from the pressures of trying to always to
add supplemental appropriations to programs that we cannot possibly
fund. I would ask, therefore, for the adoption of the Anderson
Amendment."

Speaker Redmond: "Representative Ryan."

Ryan: "Well, thank you, Mr. Speaker and Ladies and Gentlemen of the House,

this Amendment is going to save 11.3 million dollars worth of General

Revenue money that is not in the Governor's Budget. And I would
certainly hope the Gentleman from McHenry, if this is successful,
if he's successful in putting this Bill out without the Amendment,
is going to be prepared to vote and introduce the Tax Increase Bill.

We, as Republicans, don't want this right now. We can't afford it.
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And I would certainly urgelthe support of Anderson's Amendment
to save about eleven million dollars in the General Revenue Fund."

Speaker Redmond: ''Representative Skinner."

Skinner; "Well, unfortunately it looks like my colleague from the 33rd
District is speaking for Chicago mpre than he is speaking for his
District. We're talking about 11.4 million dollars here in the
supplemental request and everyone who is not from Chicago should know
that Chicago's going to get 4.7 million dollars of it. And I would
respectfully submit that that's a little more than Chicago's share.
Henderson and Warren County, just as another example of a previous
speaker's area, is going to get $6,943. Johnson-Massac County is

_going to get $18. Big deal. Marion County is going to get about
$4,900. My own county, McHehry County, is going to get $32,000.
That's not our fair share. We're one percent of the state and we
should be getéing at least one percent of the money. Well, it's

1.: not.:.it"s.not unusual except-ﬁw colleague from the 33rd District

.5~- is usually -on my. side in fighting Chicago when we're losing in
distribution formulas. This time he's not. I would respectfully
suggest to everyone who is not from Chicago, they ought :to get
the figures, compare how much their district is getting vis a vis
Chicago and conclude as I have that this is just basically another
way to funnel money into what Representative Huff referred to as
a 'bottomless pit'.in the Transportation Committee of last Saturday."

Speaker Redmond: 'Representative Mann, are you seeking recognition
on this Amendment? Okay. Question's on the Gentleman's motion for
the adoption of Amendment #3 to House Bills 21....1211. Did you
want to close, Representative Aﬁderson? Representative Anderson."

Anderson: '"Yeah, Mr. Speaker and Ladies and Gentlemen of the General
Assembly. I would like to point out again that eight million of this
eleven million dollars is already in the Governor's '78 Budget for
these seventy~five million dollars of additional money he plans on
putting into the schools. We are already funding this fiscal year,
Special Ed Transportation at 92% whereas our regularvtransportation
is only & 78%. The School Aid Formula we're funding is 89% whereas

the Special Ed Personnel we're funding at 94%. If we don't pass
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this Amendment, we'll be fénding both at 100% and we'll be losing
eight million of the seventy-five millions. The Governor has promised
nev monies for schools fiscal '78. 1'd appreciate your ‘aye' vote.”

Speaker Redmond: "Question's on the Gentleman's motion. Those in favor
vote 'aye', opposed vote 'no'. Have all voted who wish? Have all
voted who wish?
